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LANGUAGE ARTS & FINE ARTS 


+z Elementary Language Arts 


The interim language arts program (1973) is currently being extended. 
The major emphasis in the extension is integration of reading, language, 
spelling and handwriting. As well, the new curriculum guide will be 
more specific in a number of practical areas, thereby being of greater 
assistance to teachers. 


The two ad hoc committees which are working on the extension expect to 
pilot the revised program and some new textual materials, starting 
September, 1976. 


The present recommendations in language will be retained. However, 
teachers can expect new materials to be recommended in reading and spelling. 


The final edition of the curriculum should be completed in the fall of 1977. 
It should be stressed that the philosophy and objectives of the finalized 
program will be the same as those presented in the Elementary Language Arts 
Handbook (1973). 


+x Elementary Language Arts Inservice Tapes 


One new videotape jis now available from the Provincial Dubbing Centre. 

This videotape - A Multi-Sensory Approach to Teaching Language Arts-is 
designed to assist teachers in giving some ideas on how this concept may 

be handled in the elementary language arts program. Since this tape is not 
designed as a self-instructional kit, teachers may wish to contact the 
closest language arts consultant to arrange a meeting to view and discuss 
the implications of the tape. 


Hopefully, some back-up print materials will soon be available to assist 
in the use of this tape and the preceding ones in the same series: Language 
Growth Patterns (the new language arts curriculum), Listening, and Oral 


Language. 


4< Junior High Language Arts 


The Junior High Language Arts Ad Hoc Curriculum Committee is progressing 

in its task of developing a new program. It is expected that the Program 
of Studies statement and the curriculum guide will be ready in late summer, 
1976. Approval of the new curriculum and the new textual materials by 

the Curriculum Board is anticipated at its spring meeting, or at the latest, 
at the fall meeting. The new program will take effect in September, 1977. 


Therefore schools will have most of the 1976-77 school year to become 
familiar with the curriculum and to carry out inservice activities to 
help implement the program. 


4x Senior High Language Arts 


The Secondary Language Arts Policy Committee is currently reviewing 

the total senior high language arts program. The major question - "Are 
the program and texts satisfactory or should there be some changes?"

« Out of Print Text 


Working With Prose by Reinert (Longmans) which is listed for use in 
English 33 is now out of print. It will not be replaced until the review 
and potential revision of the senior high language arts program are complete. 


+ Elementary Fine Arts 


The elementary curriculum guides in Music and Art are being reviewed for 
revision purposes by the Elementary Fine Arts Curriculum Committee. There 
will probably be no major changes in direction for these two programs but 
curriculum guides will be revised to make them more useful to teachers, 
particularly those with little or no training in fine arts.

SOCIAL STUDIES & SOCIAL SCIENCES 


4x Social Studies and Social Sciences Committees Revamped 


The Elementary Social Studies Curriculum Committee and the Secondary 
Social Sciences Curriculum Committee have been disbanded, to be replaced 
by a Social Studies Curriculum Coordinating Committee (SSCCC), which will 
have responsibility for Social Studies and Social Science programs, Grades 
1 to 12. 


The SSCCC is chaired by Mr. Frank Crowther. Two new ad hoc committees 
have been appointed. The Ad Hoc Committee on Social Science Options in 
the Senior High School is chaired by Dr. Henry Toews; the Ad Hoc Committee 
on Canadian Content in the Social Studies is chaired by Dr. Ralph Sabey. 


+x Canadian Content in the Social Studies To Be Increased 


In response to public demand, the Curriculum Branch has contracted twelve 
school systems across the province to develop Canadian content units for 
Social Studies in Grades 1 - 12. It is anticipated that there will be a 
separate resource unit for each grade. Each resource unit will contain 
both teacher and student materials from commercial and local sources. 


A seminar for participating teachers and other members of the project 
teams was held on January 12 and 13, 1976. It is hoped that the resource 
units will be ready for distribution through the School Book Branch by 
spring, 1977. 


Further details are available from R. H. Sabey, who has been appointed 
Consultant in Canadian Studies for the Department of Education, at the 
Edmonton Regional Office, Edwards Building, 10053 - 111 Street, Edmonton. 


Dr. Sabey is available to meet with teachers or other interested groups 
regarding the development and assessment of materials and resources in the 
area of Canadian studies. He is presently concentrating on the social 
studies program, but it is anticipated that other activities in areas such 
as Literature and Fine Arts will be included at a later date. 


+ Evaluation of the Alberta Social Studies Curriculum Completed 


The 330 - page "Downey Report", which assesses the strengths and weak- 
nesses of the new Alberta social studies program,was released by the 
Minister of Education on December 10, 1975. 


A seven - page précis of the report has been sent to all school principals 
with a request that they share it with their social studies teachers. 
Copies of a 30 - page summary have also been distributed, while a very 
limited number of copies of the full report wil] be available on request 
from the Curriculum Branch, Alberta Education, Executive Building, 10105 - 
109 Street, Edmonton.

NY Geography 20, Psychology 20, Sociology 20 to be Retained 


According to previous announcements in the Curriculum Bulletin, Junior- 
senior High School Handbook and other publications, Geography 20, Psychology 
20 and Sociology 20 were to be withdrawn from the Program of Studies as of 
August, 1975, and replaced by new modular units in Social Sciences 10 - 20 - 
30. However, because the development of the new Social Sciences 10 - 20 - 
30 program is not yet complete, Geography 20, Psychology 20 and Sociology 20 
will be offered for at least one more year. 


A new withdrawal date for these courses, and for Economics 30, will be 
announced later.

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MATHEMATICS 


NY) Elementary School Mathematics 


Efforts to revise the elementary school mathematics program continue 
satisfactorily. To date the Committee has prepared a statement of 
Goals for Elementary Mathematics, a Tentative Course Outline, and 
questionnaires which have gone to two groups of teachers for feedback. 
One group of teachers is conducting pilots of new series of math texts 
in order to evaluate the texts in relation to the new course outline. 
The other group of about 1000 teachers has been asked to react to the 
outline itself. The texts being examined are: 


Mathematics With Metric Measure - G. L. C. 


Heath Elementary Mathematics - D. C. Heath 
SRA Mathematics Learning System - S.R.A. 
Project Mathematics - Holt, Rinehart and Winston 


Investigating School Mathematics - Addison-Wesley 
Mathways - Copp Clark 
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All of these texts are Canadian (or Canadianized) and all are metric 
(S.1.) editions. The teachers evaluating them have been requested to 
provide their information to us by April 15, 1976. 


For the teachers who were asked to react to the Tentative Course Outline 
and the goals statement only, the time line for submitting the completed 
questionnaire has been extended from April 15 to May 15, 1976. 


The target date for implementing the new program remains at September 1, 
1976 but a number of circumstances threaten to prevent the realization of 
that goal. In general, the new outline reduces the emphasis on common 
fractions, is somewhat less demanding of students in terms of difficulty 
level and vocabulary, and should provide a rather welcome change. Prelim- 
inary response to the change has been very positive although some minor 
revisions might be required when the evaluations are in. 


S) Junior High School Mathematics 


1. The Junior High School Math Ad Hoc Committee has been active in 
extending the core strands of the new elementary math program into 
the junior high grades. As in the elementary math outline, it is 
expected that the junior high program will place less emphasis on 
the theoretical, abstract aspects of mathematics and will instead, 
provide increased opportunity for students to develop proficiency in 
such fundamental skills as computation and problem solving. Target 
date for implementation is September, 1977 but unless Canadian textual 
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materials which are metric (S.I.) become available more quickly 
than seems to be the case at the present, there could be some 
problem. 


2. The Committee is keeping in touch with the Junior High School 
Mathematics Consortium and will be examining their new materials 
as they become available. 


3. Within the next couple of months we hope to have mailed a booklet 
entitled Math Activity Ideas to all Superintendents of Schools in 
Alberta. This booklet has been prepared by the Curriculum Branch, 
with a great deal of help and cooperation from many people, in 
response to a need expressed by teachers of the Group B Math Option. 
We think that it will be a useful source of ideas for the teachers 
involved. The superintendents will be asked to order copies for 
distribution within their systems. 


( Senior High School Mathematics 
1. Mathematics 15 and 25 


By now you will have noticed that the title of text is not Mathematics 
of Consumer Studies as noted in our last Curriculum Newsletter, the 
Program of Studies, Curriculum Guide, School Book Branch catalogue, 
etc. The correct title is Business and Consumer Mathematics. The 
authors, publisher, etc. are correctly listed but the title was changed 


by the publisher when the new edition was printed. 


2. The target date for introducing a revised senior high mathematics 
program is September, 1978. The nature and extent of revision is under 
active consideration and will be the subject of comment in future 
editions of this newsletter.

() Elementary Science 


The Committee is working diligently on a tentative program outline that 
is based on the principal skills and competencies that are needed by 
students in learning to become active participants in an inquiry-based 
approach to the understanding of the natural sciences. To this end, the 
committee members have examined most of the major elementary science pro- 
grams that encompass a wide variety of approaches to the teaching of 
science. The objectives abstracted from these programs will form the 
core skills and principles of a new program. 


It is expected that a tentative course outline will be available in late 
spring for reaction from teachers. 


() Junior High Science 


The Ad Hoc Committee has submitted its recommendations for text resources 
to the Policy Committee. The Policy Committee will then decide, on the 
basis of the committee recommendations and their own previously determined 
policies, what recommendations to make to the Curriculum Board and the 
Minister. It is the considered opinion of the Ad Hoc Committee that the 
recommended texts should be:

+*« Chemistry 


The Chemistry 10 and 20 program has been piloted for the past year, data 
have been gathered, and on the basis of the pilot teachers' comments, the 
students’ reactions and the Committee's assessment, the outline is being 
revised and recommended texts are: 


Ledbetter, E. W. and J. A. Young. Keys to Chemistry. 
Don Mills: Addison-Wesley, 1973. 


Gortler, L. B., R. C. Tripp, J. A. Young and E. W. Ledbetter.

This recommendation to the Policy Committee is subject to their concurrence. 


The Chemistry 30 outline is being piloted this term and a recommendation 
will likely be made next summer. 


*« Physics 


The Physics 10, 20 and 30 sequence is being piloted in a number of schools 
this year. The program is modelled on the Harvard Project Physics and 
uses Physics: A Human Endeavor as a text resource. The intention of the 
Committee is to design a physics program that: 


]. presents physics in a broad humanistic context which tries 
to show the connection between physics and man's other 
intellectual, artistic and social activities, 


2. permits maximum flexibility with regard to context, emphasis 
and teaching strategies, and 


3. increases the accessibility of the physics program to a 
greater number of students. 


It is expected that information and opinions will be gathered from the 
pilot teachers later on in the term and that any modifications can be 
considered in the late spring and early summer. 


+< Land and Life 


There has been a considerable amount of enthusiasm with respect to the 
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proposal to develop a science program for grades nine to twelve that 

would focus on the renewable resource industries in Alberta. As now 
envisaged, the course would replace the present Agriculture A-option in 
grade nine and be an alternative to the present grade 10, 11 and 12 science 
programs, incorporating the content of the former Agriculture and 

Forestry programs with some elements of the Industrial Education Hort- 
jculture program. It is not viewed by the Ad Hoc Committee as a replace- 
ment of the Science 1] program but is meant to satisfy the need for a 
science program that will be relevant, practical and useful to all students 
in making decisions about careers, life styles and consumption patterns. 


The Land and Life Ad Hoc Committee expects to have tentative course 
outlines for grades nine and ten available for reaction from teachers by 
early spring. 


ENVIRONMENTAL EDUCATION 
Definition: 


“Environmental Education is that education which develops in 

man a recognition of his interdependence with all of life and 

a recognition of his responsibility to maintain the environment 
in a manner fit for life and living--an environment of beauty 
and bounty in which man lives in harmony. The main components 
of environmental education are development of understanding; 
development of attitudes and appreciation, and development of 
personal involvement in maintaining and further developing 
environments that are optimum for living." 


This definition, developed by the Edmonton Public School System, has been 
adopted as a working definition by curriculum committees as they revise 
programs in which an environmental emphasis is appropriate. In addition, 
the Interdepartmental Committee for Environmental Education, set up to 
coordinate government activities and resource utilization, has adopted the 
definition. 
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BUSINESS EDUCATION & INDUSTRIAL EDUCATION 


* Articulation Between High Schools and Community Colleges 


Students who have completed high school and plan to register in a 

Business or Technical program in a Community College or Institute of 
Technology should enquire about articulation arrangements. The Institutes 
of Technology (Northern and Southern) and some colleges will grant 
advanced standing in certain courses on the basis of high school perform- 
ance or a qualifying examination. 


*« Law 20 and 30 


The new Law 20 course, which has been completely rewritten, will be 
available for the 1976 fall term. 


The Law Committee is now writing a Law 30 course. 


*« Junior High School Industrial Education 


The Industrial Arts Program is being revised. New course guides are 
expected to be published prior to September, 1976. 


* Senior High School Industrial Education 


The former General Technology and Cluster programs have been collapsed 

into one series of courses called Industrial Education 10, 20 and 30. 

Each course may be taught for 4-5, or 8-10 credits. However, an 8- 
10-credit course must be identified as "A" and "B" at the appropriate grade 
level, e.g. 10A, 10B, 20A, 20B, 30A and 30B. 


This program consists of 55 one-credit modules with approximately 12 modules 
in each of the areas of Visual Communications, Power, Materials and 
Electricity - Electronics. In addition there are several open-ended modules 
for which the teacher and/or student may determine the specific content. 


~ The flexibility made available by this program will allow schools to build © 


courses, through a careful selection from the modules available, to meet 
the particular needs of the community and its resources (staff and facilities).
